Alan Rail, 19, of the Wasatch FFA Chapter, 
in Utah is one of four national finalists who 
competed for the title of national winner in 
the Forage Production proficiency award pro- 
gram at the 70th National FFA Convention 
Nov. 13-15 in Kansas City, Mo. 

Proficiency awards recognize FFA mem- 
bers who excelled as agricultural entrepre- 
neurs, employees or volunteers while they 
gained hands-on career experience. Forage 
Production is one of 41 FFA proficiency 
award categories offered at local, state, and 
national levels. The Forage Production profi- 
ciency award program is sponsored by Gehl 
Company and Novartis Seeds, Inc. as a spe- 
cial project of the National FFA Foundation. 

Alan became interested in forage produc- 
tion as a young boy working with his uncle. 
From a part time position, Alan is now man- 
ager of the sprinkler operations on the farm 
and works with a crew of four men. His major 
activities include: cutting hay; moving sprin- 
klers (twice a day in the summer); hauling 


hay to storage; and raking hay. He has 
acquired a number of skills including: safe 
operation of forage equipment from cutting to 
baling; determining the proper conditions in 
which to cut and bale hay; effective manage- 
ment and placement of the sprinklers. Alan 
plans to attend college and major in forage 
production. 

Rail is the son of Joe and Laurel Rail.
